Gurcaco, November 12.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Kansas City says: |

VOTE TH& WAY THEY THINK. 

“Prohivition was another factor in bringing 
about tho giorious result, and especially in 
Iowa. Toshow that this was not the primary 
gause, however, of republican defeat in that 
state one need Only study the returns. The 
prohibition sentiment is the strongest in the 
rural districts of the state, yet the returns 
show great democratic gains in these localities. 
It is plain that the farmers voted in accordance 
with their tariff convictions, cities certainly 
helping out with votes against prohibition. 

“The same can be said of all other states. 
The leaven of tariff reform, as Cleveland has 
gaid, is working, the first fruits of which were 
garpered last Tuesday. The election means 

, nothing else than Cleveland in 1892. Although 
Cleveland was not the originator of tariff re- 
form, he emphasized it and intensified interest 
in it, I will say that had the presidential 
election of last year been repeated a month 
afterwarl, Cleveland would have been elected. 
It was immediately after the election that the 
people saw the way they should have voted. 
Now it is emphatically Cleveland. 

CLEVELAND IS IN THE AIR. 

“Governor Hill,of New York, isa good demo- 
erat, but he, as well as others, well know that 
it is Cleveland whom the people want and it 
is he whom they will have. You have carte- 
blanche to say for me eulogisticaliy anything 
about Mr. Cleveland.” 

Mr. Carlisle thought in view of the recent 
election, Mr. McKinley’s chances for the 
speakership were rather faded. It lay, he 
thought, between Reed, of Maine, and Can 
non, of Illinois. 


THAT TERRIBLE BLIZZARD. 


Pasaengers on Snowed-In Trains Suffering 
for Lack of Food. 

TRINIDAD, Col., November 12.— Various par- 
ties wbo spent ten daysin the snow blockade be- 
tween Emory Gap and Folsom, N. M., arrived 
in this city yesterday. They report suffering 
to mareand animal fully as great as shown in 
former reports. Patrick Casey, an engineer, 
spenteleven days in making the run from 
Trinidad to Texline andreturn. Fortwo days 
and nights he was without food. One meal 
he made on a jack rabbit caught in 
the snow. Seventy-five men _ shovel 
ling snow at Mount Dora were cut off from 
food for two days and nights. They got some 
sheep out of the snowdrifts and roasted and 
atethem. A delayed passenger train was cut 
off from eating stations three days. They 
drew on the express cars for food supplies. 
Laborers who shoveled snow when hungry 
tapped freight cars containiug canned goods. 
A hungry man would knock a hole in a can of 
corn or tomatoes and then drink the can 
empty. Some times this raw food was frozen, 
but it went among men so hungry. Two live 
goats were being shipped in a caboose, but the 
hungry men 

CUT THEIR THROATS AND ATE THEM RAW. 

Report says a sick man, traveling with two 
children, layon his back two days helpless 
He had only crackers for noutishment. A 
sheep-grower, near Ute creek, a Mr. Garcia, is 
reported to have lost 5,000 sheep from a flock 
of 8,000. Engineer Lyon said that he saw 
more real destitution during the ten days in 
this snow blockade than in all his life before. 
The road was opened with rctary snow plows, 
but remained open onlyafew hours. Yester- 
day morning’s snow and wind blocked the cuts 
again, and a passenger train due here from 
the south this forenoon is stuck in the snow. 
Altogether the blizzard has been a terrible 
one. None ofus ever heard of such a one in 
south Colorado or New Mexico, It was a Da- 
kota storm that got off its range and struck an 
unsuspecting people. 
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DEATH OF COLONEL ALFRED RHETT. 


A Prominent South Caroliaian Breathes 
His Last. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., November 12.—Colonel 
Alfred Rhett, son of ex-United States and 
Confederate States Sefiator R. Barnwell 
Rhett, died here this morning in the sixtieth 
year of his age of congestive chills, He grad- 
uated at Harvard, wasa colonel in the con- 
federate army, and commanded Fort Sumter 
when it was unsuccessfully attacked by 
the monitor fleet, and until 1863, when it 
Ceased to be an artillery post of im- 

riance. He was a well-known duelist, 

@ most noted affair in which he engaged 
was the fatal duelin 1863 with Colonel Ran- 
som Calhoun, of South Carolina. After the 
war he was chief of police of Charleston, and 
at critical political junctures was appointed by 
Governots Hampton and Simpson as state 
constable. He wasa brother of R. Barnwell 
Rhett, Jr., editor at one time of the Charles- 
ton Mereury and later of the New Orleans 
Picayune. At the time of his death Colonel 
Rhett was a trial justice and a rich planter.

THE WOMEN QUARREL. 


4 Warm Time in the Women's Convention 
in Chieago. 

Cuicaco, November 12.—When the session 
of the Woman's Uhristian Temperance union 
convention at Battery D armory was opened 
this morning, it was known that a storm was 
coming on for during the session of yesterday, 
at the motion of Mrs. Aldrich oe Mrs. J. 
Ellen Foster, of Towa, consideration of the 
proposed non-partisan amendment to the con- 
stitution of organization was set down for to- 
day. The amendment provides that the 
objects of the Woman's Christian Tempetance 
union shall be to interest and unite Christian 
women of this nation in non-sectarian and 
non-partisan temperance work for the refor- 
mation of the intemperate and the education of 
public sentiment in behalf of total abstinence 
and the prohibition of traffic in alcoholic 
liquors, the development of secial purity, sup- 
pression of vice and crime, and education of 
the masses in duties aud responsibilities of 
good citizenship. 

It was evident from the commencement of 
the debate that the feeling of the convention 
was overwhelmingly against the proposed 
amendment, The delega’es were not disposed 
to listen to speeches of women who favored 
eo and several times there was hissing 
an 


CRIES OF “giT DOWN.” 

In moving the amendment, Mrs. Aldrich, 
of Iowa, said she wished the convention to 
accept it because it was simply right and just 
and honest. She said there was no definite 
statement of the objects of the organization in 
the constitution. Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance union women occupied an anomalous 
position because they declared themselves non- 
partisan and yet adopted the most partisan 
resolutions. Women associated in organiza- 
tion had political rights although not suffrage, 
and it was wrong for the majority to adopt 
resolutions binding all women to support a 
certain political party. It wags just as wrong 
as for a woman to give away heg political in- 
fiuence as for a map to sell hig yote, 

Mrs. Henry, of Evanston, Iils.; Mrs. Wells, 
of Tennessee; Mrs. H. M. Barker, of South 
Dakota; Mrs. Perkins, of Ohio; Mrs. Buell, 
national secretary and others spoke in oppo- 
sition to the adoption of the amendment as a 
reflection on the previous action of union and 
declaring that-the union was non-partisan, 
being ready to support any party which would 
put a prohibition plank in its plantform. 

SPUNKY MRS. FOSTER. a 

Mrs. J. Ellen Foster then spoke. She said 
the convention was partisan despite its declar- 
ation to the contrary. The names of honorable 
nen in the republican party had been dragged 
in the mud on the convention platform. “I 
repeat,’’ she said, ‘‘that the convention is par- 
tisan. Partisan in feeling, partisan in its as— 
saults on republican statesmen.’’ 

Hisses interrupted the speaker. 

“Yes, and those hisses are partisam. They 
come from the delegates themselves and not 
from spectators,”’ 

A motion was made to indefinitely postpone 
the discussion. It was voted down. The 
question was then called on the amendment. 
About fifty votes cried for its adoption, but the 
hr bulk of delegates shouted against it. Miss 

Villard, as chairman, deciared the amend- 
ment lost.

SHE HEARD THE BLOWS, 


A Woman Gives Testimony of a Startling 
Character in the Cronin Trial. 


Carcaao, November 12.—There is much bad 
blood between counsel for the prosecution and 
those for the defense in the Cronin case which 
is not confined to the principal counsel, but is 
shared also by the juniors. There was a wran- 
gle last night in the cletrk’s office after ad- 
journment, fn which District Attorney Longe- 
necker and Attorney Forrest exchanged the 
lie and nearly came to blows. The dispute 
wrs about the custody of exhibits which have 
been placed in evidence. Counsel for the de- 
fense wished them taken from the prosecuting 
attorney and placed in the hands of the clerk. 

This wrangie broke ont afresh in the court 
this morning without any apparent reason ex- 
cept that Attorneys Forrest and Hynes wished 
to emphasize the distrust and dislike of Prose- 
cutor Longenecker. The matter was finally 
dro and the testimony proceeded with. 
What was left of one ofthe valises found in 
the sewer with Cronin’s effects was examined 
by the salesman who sold the farnitare to the 
mysterious Simmonds, and deelared to be 
identical with the valise sold to Simmonds 
along with the furniture, 

A WASHERWOMAN’S TESTIMONY. 

Pauline Hoertel, washerwoman, testified 
that she passed the Carlson cottage between 8 
and 9o’clock on the night of the murder. 
She saw a white horse drawing a buggy, in 
which there were two men, driven up to the 
cottage. The larger man, who appeared like 
a gentleman, got outof the buggy and taking 
a satchel or box out of the buggy went up the 
steps and entered the cottage. The driver of 
the white horse at once turned around and 
drove back toward Chicago. :The gentleman 
knocked and was at once admitted to the 
cottage. As quick as the door was closed, 
Mrs. Hoertel heard sounds as of blows and the 
fall of a heavy body and what sounded to her 
like some one calling, “Oh, God.” In 
the confusion of sounds she also heard 
the word ‘‘Jesus.”’ Then in a 
very short time everything became still 
She said: “It was as if somepdody was fight- 
ing and then as if something fell.’’ Witness 
said this occurred soon after eight o’clock at 
night. ‘‘The man who went into the cottage,”’ 
she continued, ‘‘went into the house unhesi- 
tatingly, and it seemed to me as if the door was 
opened or as if some one opened it for him as 
he came up the steps. When I turned from 
Ashland avenue and started east I saw a man 
standing between the Carlson house and the 
cottage. He was inside in the fence. There 
was a lightin front of the cottage and the 
night was bright starlight.’’ 

This finished the direct examination of the 
witness and she was turned over to the mercies 
of the cross-examining lawyer for the defense.

Father Tolten, a colored priest, who was sit~ 
ting in the body of the hall, was asked by 
Governor Carroll to a seat on the platform.

AN INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS, 

Mr. Ovahan, of Chicago, moved that an in- 
ternational Catholic congress be held not later 
than 1892 in Chieago, there because it could 
offer ti:e largest hall in America as well as 
western hospitality. 

Mr. Campbell, of Philadelphia, moved an 
amendment thet the convention be held wher- 
ever the world’s fair is located [applause] as 
the eyes of the whole country would be direct- 
ed there at that time. 

Mr. Owahan accepted the amendment, be- 
cause he believed the world’s fair would be 
held im Chicago, 

Mr. Spaunhorst, of St. Louis, expressed his 
satisfaction at the amendment, because he 
thought that that would bring the convention 
to St. Louis. 

The resolution as amended was adopted. 

Resolution of thanks to committee on ar- 
rangements was adopted. 

As Archbishop Ireland, of St. Paul, had 
opened the congress, it was desired that he 
close it. He said with fiery emphasis: 

“Go to your homes, filled with the enthusiasm of 
this convention, and spreed it through the union 
that there isa new departure for Catho'ics in this 
country—a mission for Catholic laymen. The day 
has come, thank God, when all Catholics will rise 
up andsay ‘weare worthy of our religion.’ The 
country to be conquered is heaven. Don t gohome 
to sleep, but to work. Go back true Catholics.” 

Adjourned sine die. 

THE TORCHLIGHT PROCESSION. 

Forty thousand torches were carried, flam- 
ing through the streets of Baltimore by Catho- 
lic marchers tonight. Swegping past the 
cardinal’s house, they formed a magnificent 
spectacle forthe solid masses of humanity 
packed the streets and sidewalks and windows 
as far as the eye could reach. 

At 11:30 p. m. the great procession was still 
in progress passing the mansion, though the 
start was made three hours previous and the 
marchers averaged eight abreast.

A GREAT DAYIN SAVANNAH. 

The city has literally been given overto the 
guests, and the reception has been literally an 
ovaiton. The arrangements for transporta- 
tion and reception were perfect. Every in- 
coming party has been met at the depot hy a 
committee of Savannah citizens, and shown 
oe already provided. This forenoon 
early, the guesis assembled at the Masonic 
temple, and were formally received by the 
mayor and committee. 

General A. R. Lawton made a short and 
appropriate address, and then the roll of mem- 
bers was called. There was great applause 
when Snelson’s name was called, and he was 
found not present. 

‘“‘Resigned!’’ was the shout from all parts of 
the house. MclIvor, of Liberty, the only col- 
ored representative, was absent also, but is 
expected tomorrow. Primus Jones was an- 
other absentee, but he is expected from At 
lanta today. 

As soon as the address and roll call were 
completed, the party were escorted over the 
city in carriages, visiting all the prominent 
points of iutérest. Each guest wore on the 
lappel of his coat a blue silk ribbon with the 
one word on it, ‘‘Guest,’ and that was a pass- 
port anywhere and everywhere.

WHO WILL WAKE UP IN MACON THIS | 
MORNING 


To Find That the Georgia Southern Rallroad 
Company Has Bafiled All the Injunc- 
tions Piled Up Against It. 


Macon, Ga,, November 12.—[Special.]—For 
many long months the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad has been trying to run the 
track from the ‘‘junction” along Elbert street, 
and down Fifth to its property, corner of Fifth 
and Plum, where the road intends to build a 
combination freight and passenger depot, but 
it has been 

STOPPED AT EVERY MOVE 
by injunctions filed by property owners on El- 
bert and Fifth streets, who desired stiff prices 
for right of way, or heavy damages from the 
road. The Georgia Southern has fought many 
injunctions on account of this matter. Only 
last week Judge Boynton, of Griffin, granted 
an injunction. The petitioners thought the 
Georgia Southern had exhausted its last re- 
sources, and would have to come to terms, but 
not so. The Georgia Southern has abandoned 
the idea of laying the track from the junction 
along Elbert and the greater portion of Fifth, 
and made arrangements with General Mana- 
ger Gabbett to use the Southwestern track 
from the junction tothe rear of the South- 
western depot, nearly three-quarters of a mile, 
and has 

LEASED THIS PRIVILEGE 
for eighteen months, and will pay $200 per 
month for the privilege; also $100 extra per 
month for the use of the passengerdepot. ‘To- 
day the Georgia Southern ordered its entire 
force of section hands from along the line of rail- 
way to Macon,and tonight they were put to work 
building the track from the rear of the South- 
western freight depot along Fifth street and 
across Pine to the road’s property, corner Fifth 
and Plum streets, and by morning the track 
will be laid, and it will then be too late for any 
one to get 

AN INJUNCTION ISSUED

Atlanta and the Citizens’ Meeting. 

Elsewhere is printed a call for a citizens’ 
meeting that can hardly be disregarded. 
The signers of this call represeat every class 
of citizens, and it is the largest call ever 
made in Atlanta for a public meeting. 

This means that the people are more in- 
terested than ever in a broad and clean and 
wise government. The city is growing as 
it never grew before. *Enterprises more 
important than we have ever had projected 
are to be started next year. The taxable 
property of the city has reached a total that 
is enormous. ‘The income of-the city is 
more than $1,500,000. Atlanta has passed 
the experimental stage. She now grows of 
her own growth. If her progress be wisely 
directed she will become a great city. 

To put her future iv the hands of ineff- 
cient or incompetent men is a blunder that 
will amount to acrime. The city govern- 
ment touches us at every point. Itgives us 
protection for our lives and property. It 
gives us schools for our children. It gives 
us the very water we drink. It gives us 
lights and streets. It gives us sewers and 
drains. It gives us health and comfort and 
pleasure and pride, or it gives us disease, 
discomfort, annoyance and humiliation. It 
is well to repeat these things and to remem- 
ber them. ‘ 

Every sane man will admit that the city 
government is the most important govern- 
ment of all to the citizen. All will admit 
that a misgoverned city isa menace and a 
shame to its people. 

Alimen who know Atlanta will agree 
that never in the history of the city was it 
go important that her very best men should 
be brought to the front as it is today. 

How shall we get the best men? By 
having an open race—a scramble for office 
into which few men are willing to 
enter? By hastily called ward meetings in 
which a few men can put up a local favor- 
ite, orin which a clique or faction can 
nominate its man and present him to the en- 
tire city as acandidate? Orcanit best be 
done by a mass meeting of the people which 
shall select committees from every ward 
that shall, after deliberation, decide how fit 
and proper candidates can be chosen? 

Clearly by the last method. It has 
worked wellinthe past. It will work well 
in the future. It lifts polities ont of the 
hands of a few in the ward and puts it in 
the hands of the many throughout the city. 
It brings into counsel the whole people of 
the whole city, and not merely a few peo- 
ple of each ward. 

It is needless to say that we have no per- 
ponal interest in this matter. We have no 
friend to elect and we have no enemy to 
beat. We have no nomination to criticise 
and none to urge. We have no plan for the 
mass meeting to adopt. We do not care 
about the details. We- simply want the 
people—the whole people—to come to- 
gother—to select representatives from each 
ward and thus make a central committee 
that shall act and report back its work to 
another mass meeting of the people. 

If any principle is settled in Atlanta it is 
that ward politics shall not rule the city. 
Time and again the issue has been made 
and time and again it has been settled that 
general nominations, and not ward nomina- 
tions, was the wisest and best and should 
prevailin Atlanta. We have never seen 
this principle so generally defended and so 
universally called for as in the lists we print 
pisewhere. Those lists mean that the peo- 
ple are aroused and determined and that 
good men will be chosen to administer the 
affairs of this city. We have nota word to 
say against those gentlemen who have al- 
geady been nominated in the ward meetings, 


Disgruntled Republican Editors. 

Some of the republican organs are making 
queer comments on the fact that the Vir- 
ginia democrats are giving barbecues to the 
megroes who were honest enough and manly 
enough to vote with the whites against 
Mahone. 

The republican editors, who in their 
secret souls despise the blacks, intimate that 
the negroes who were intelligent and 
patriotic enough to vote with the democrats 
were bought, and that these after-election 
barbecues are a part of the consideration. 

Well, the republican editors may say what 
they please, and think what they choose. It 
is certain that a large number of negroes in 
Virginia cut loose from the republican 
party at the recent election, and voted 
against Mahone.

The Afternoon Session. 


Tmmediately after the meeting was called to 
order, the committee on credentials was 
requested to report on the matter of the pro- 
tested delegate’s seat. The committee reported - 
that the delegate in question was T. T. 
O’Mally, representing assembly district 
thirty-eight of the Ohio miners. His creden- 
tials being in order they could not refuse to 
seat him. They had, however, received 
several protests which accused O’Mally of 
general unworthiness and they also alleged 
that he had secured his election by a fraudu- 
lant scheme. 

O’Mally was allowed all the t'me he de- 
sired to refute the charges. He took up some 
time in attempting to clear himself. After he 
had completed his argument several state- 
ments were made by delegates all of which 
went to prove that for a long time ‘while hold 
ing the office of master workman of his dis- 
trict he had been —' to disrupt the 
miners’ assemb ies n Ohio It!was alsoclearly 
demonstrated that he had secured his election 
to the present convention by fraud. 

EXCLUDED FROM THE MEETINGS, 

After all the evidence had been heard a res- 
olution was offered and unanimously passed, 
excluding O’Mally from attending any of the 
meetings as a delegate. The general secretary 
and treasurer was also instructed to order 
O’Mally’s district assembty to prosecute the 
charges of disloyalty against him in the local 
courts of the order. 

Several delegates made stirring speeches on 
the consequence of allowing members who 
were not working for the best interests of the 
order to remain in and enjoy the benefits of 
the association. It was evident that the 
delegates have resolved that no leniency shall 
in future be shown to any Knights of Labor 
who are found to be in the order for evil pur- 


poses.

“The matter is a very important one, and 
one in which I take the greatest interest. I 
can’t tell, of course, what will be done, but I 
will use my best efforts to promote 
the alliance. I have just seen -a 
friend of Mr. Livingston’s, who told 
me he was in Aiabama. A _ telegram 
has been sent to him and I understand he will 
be in Atlanta tomorrow. I will see him ‘at 
once and obtain his views. ‘We have also ap- 
pointed a committee to request him to address 
the convention, and [ hope he will accept it.’’ 

‘‘Has not the federation been formed in the 
west ?”’

THE SIXTH WARD HAS A BIG MASS 
MEETING. 


Captain Robert J. Lowry Made Permanent 
Chairman-Mr. Porter King the Nominee 
—No Rec s for Aldermen, 


Over two hundred voters of the sixth ward 
convened in the Zouave armory hall on Mari- 
etta street last night to endorse a candidate 
for the general council and to recommend an 
aldermanic quantity.

The meeting was short and lively, and the 
work was accomplished in thorough good 
humor.

A misunderstanding as to the place of meet- 
ing, however, came very near creating trouble 
and producing two vonnentions, and two sets 
of candidates. 

The first call for the meeting located it in 
Pryor’s hall, corner Wheat and Peachtree 
streets. Later in the day, however, that hall 
was found to be|without seats and the Zouave’s 
hall was secured, and the change made public. 
When dark came both places were lighted and 
@ man was stationed at the Pryor hall to notify 
any who might come of the change. 

Quite a number had not head of the change 
and went to the Pryor hall where they re- 
mained for some time notwithstanding the in- 
formation of the instructed sentry. 

The assembly at the armory of the Zouaves 
was much larger than the one at Prior hall, 
and at 7:30 Mr. Grant Wilkins called the body 
to order, asking for a permanent organization.

Reversing 
his engine he used every effort to stop the 
train, but stood like a veteran at the throttle 
until his engine struck the caboose of the 
freight train that stood on the main line. 

Nobody, save the brave engineer and his 
heroic fireman, had any idea of the impendin 
danger. Both hoped that the engine woul 

w up ip time to prevent a collision. 

But the engine kopt going. 

There was a terrible crash, and, with a shud- 
dor, the passenger cars ran back a few feet 
and stood still. 

Everybody knew that a terrible catastrophe 
had occurred, and in less than a minute a 
party of rescuers were on the scene. 

A GHASTLY SIGHT. 

Engineer James Bell was found amid the 
wreck, his right leg broken above the knee, 
his left leg bruised, and his back and left arm 
terribly bruised. 

His firemen,Oliver Ford,was found buried in 
the debris, and his face and head were mangled 
almost beyond recognition. 

A bolt from the machinery of the engine had 
penetrated the back of his head, coming out in 
front, so that the physicians could feel both 
ends of it protruding. His head was jammed 
in between the coal box and the boiler, in such 
a manner as to bake his head and burn it be- 
yond the semblance of human features. 

CARING FOR THE VICTIMS. 

Engineer Bell was taken up and tenderly 
cared for by the physicians who were sum- 
moned. It was decided necessary to ampu- 
tate his right leg, above the knee, which opera- 
tion was successfully performed. 

Mr. Bell is a bachelor; of some forty or forty- 
five years, and served with distinction 
as councilman from the tifth ward, a year or 
twoago. ile was interested with his brother, 
Mr. W. H. Bell, in a grocery store, at No 
970 Marietta street, and has accumulated a 
competency. 

Mr. Bel! was reported as doing very well at 
@ late hour last night. His brother went up 
yesterday morning, and is still with him. 

A YOUNG MAN’S FATE. 

Young Oliver Ford was born and bred near 
Norcross, and was only twenty-one years of 
age. He wasa bright young fellow, and stood 
in line for carly promotion. He en- 
tered the service of the railroad company 
a year ago, anil was always reliable and 
considered thoroughly competent.
